1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. See MPEP 606.01. 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On the first page of applicant's specification, the incorporation by reference a foreign application 
or patent, is improper. Applicant is required to amend the disclosure to include the material 
incorporated by reference. The amendment must be accompanied by an affidavit or declaration 
executed by the applicant, or a practitioner representing the applicant, stating that the 
amendatory material consists of the same material incorporated by reference in the referencing 
application. See In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re Hawkins, 486 
F.2d 579, 179 USPQ 163 (CCPA 1973); and In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 577, 179 USPQ 167 
(CCPA 1973). 

In this specific instance, the attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by 
reference to the foreign priority document is improper because since the document has been 
directly translated into the instant application, it must contain essential subject matter. 

On the other hand, if the instant application contains information different from that of 
the foreign priority document, the instant application would not be entitled to the foreign priority 
date. 

As a better alternative, applicant is advised to delete that statement. 
Appropriate correction is required.

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 7 and 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schultz. 

The CRT of Schultz (noting particularly Figs. 1, 2 and 8) involves assembly within a 
television receiver (col. 1 lines 8-12), the inherent characteristic features of the CRT including a 
display panel for presenting the TV picture thereon, the funnel shape tapering to the tube neck 
16, and the electron gun not shown. A boss part 19 protrudes from tube neck 16 when engaged 
therewith. The boss is further engaged with a PC 32 by way of group of pins 30 or 57 extending 
rearward from the boss 19 (boss element 52 in Fig. 8). The PC serves as the boss holder since it 
receives and holds the boss by virtue of the connection therewith. The pin group is positioned 
vertically with respect to the PC 32, thereby meeting claim 7. 

As for claim 8, the PC must have receiving pin holes in order to accept the pins from the 

boss.
